Borough Spends $520 During 
Storm To Keep Streets Clean 


SNOW BLOCKED FIREMEN 
The Biglerville fire company was 
called about noon Monday in con­ 
nection w ith a chimney fire on the 
farm of Edward Smgley in C ran­ 
berry Valley northeast of Center 
Milks. The company could not reach 
the fire because of the drifted snow 
but Fire Chief John W. Deardorff 
said today he understood th a t the 
Singley family had been able to ex­ 
tinguish the fire themselves. 


T he snowstorm of February 20 
which 
partially 
paralyzed 
traffic, 
closed m any schools and broke six- 
year weather records, cost the bor­ 
ough of G ettysburg $520 for snow­ 
plowing and snow removal up to 
Saturday, M arch I, Borough Engi­ 
neer LeRoy H. W inebrenner re­ 
ported to borough council Monday 
night. 
If an ordinance, proposed by Mr. 
W inebrenner some time ago, to ban 
all night parking on the streets here 
had been in force during this storm, 
at least $75 of the cost of snow' re­ 
moval would have been saved, the 
engineer told council. No action has 
been taken on the proposed ordi­ 
nance. 
Mr. W inebrenner reported that? the 
borough’s new truck, equipped with 
a plo'w, began plowing snow at 4

He was tile heaviest 
loser and calmest man at the 
fire. 
It was not Mr Bircher’s first 
reverse. 
W hen war broke out in 1941 
his Boulevard Airport and school

emergency measure 
His flying 
field near Philadelphia, was too 
close to the Atlantic seaboard, 
so he was told by the War Im­ 
port ment. 


Bircher then came ti* G ettys­ 
burg to start a new airport and 
aviation school.

Kuroki said he never knew w hat 
racial discrim ination was until *he 
left his home town of Hershey, Ne­ 
braska. the day after Pearl Harbor to 
enlist in the U. S. Army. At Hershey 
"I was just one of the boys around 
the town." W hen he attem pted to 
enlist he found he was a “Jap.” 
Finally getting overseas he found 
th a t the discrim ination against him ­ 
self as a Japanes -American in the 
U. S. disappeared. "W hen fighting 
there was no question of race, color, 
or creed. Everyone fought together 
and one could never find a better ex­ 
ample of democracy." 
Fights Discrimination 
He flew 30 missions in the Euro­ 
pean Theater, and then was retu rn ­ 
ed to the U. S. Back once more he 
found that in California despite his 
uniform and decorations, he could 
not even ride in taxi-cags because 
he w’as a "Jap." 
Seeking to fight in the Pacific he 
finally had to obtain the aid of his 
congressman, a west coast news­ 
paper editor and others in order to 
get overseas on special orders direct 
from the W ar departm ent. 
He fought 28 missions over Japan 
and found no discrim ination against 
him among the crew of his plane 
and among his fellow' soliders. But 
returning to the U. S. he again 
found 
diffculty 
in 
getting 
hotel 
rooms, getting fed in restaurants and 
! the like because of his ancestry. O r­ 
dered to New York by the army to 
speak on the Herald Tribune forum, 
he found that some hotels were b ar­ 
red to him because of his back­ 
ground. 
As a result he went on a speaking 
tour which w'ill end this fall when he 
enters the University of Nebraska. 
"I am fighting against discrinim a- 
tion,” he told the group, "not only 
against the Americans of Japanese 
descent, 
but 
also 
discrim ination 
against any other minority. For an 
attack on one m inority is an attack 
an all minorities. And an attack on 
m inorities is an attack against all 
America." 
America Should Lead 
"Tile United States should be a 
leader of democracy — but stealing 
land from ex-GIV? because their 
parents 
are 
Japanese, or 
killing 
negroes does not speak well for 
America to the w’orld. We can’t 
afford to lose our position morally 
as an exponent of democracy — for 
the 
news 
of 
our 
discrim ination 
spreads everywhere in the world im ­ 
mediately. Those who continue race 
prejudices are few — but so were 
the groups that put Hitler and To- 
jo into power."

Recently more than 1.000 citizens 
of St. Cloud, Minn., a city of 21.000 
population, turned out one night a 
week for eight weeks for the serious 
business of having a miscroscopic 
look at Juvenile delinquency. 
St. Cloud was the home of the 
first Eagle-sponsored Youth G uid­ 
ance Institute, a unique experim ent 
in training young people and youth 
leaders which promises to establish 
a pattern for the nation.

The pension fund Is under the 
control and supervision of a board of 
pension trustees composed of five 
members, appointed by the grand 
worthy president of the order. 
The board lins the power to de­ 
signate the eligibility and participa­ 
tion of employes and set tip classes 
of employes in the pension plan 
It will designate the amount each 
employe Lh to pay into the pension 
fund and amount* to be contributed 
by the grand aerie and subordinate 
aeries.

"That was a long time ago. or so 
it seems. Much change has come In 
49 years. Seattle itself has changed 
from a lusty, brawling Jumping-off 
spot for the Klondike to the modern 
metropolis pictured above. Tile Fra­ 
ternal Order of Eagles has become 
a great cross-section of our popu­ 
lace.* 
Skeptics G et Answer 
"Four presidents of the United 
States have been life members of 
the order. Cabinet members, Su­ 
preme Court justices, G-men and 
clergymen, 
businessmen,

Eagles today. Today the order lias 
well over one million members and 
is the fastest growing fraternal order 
in the world. 
"Hie cynics and skeptics have 
their answer now. Hic faith of the 
men who founded our order has 
been Justified.
